Thomas / Jefferson was the scene of a political debate between New York’s senior senator Jacob Javits 
and Democratic congressman Abraham Multer. 

On November 2, during an extended 8th period, throngs of students and teachers packed into the audito¬ 
rium to hear these two politicians discuss some of the issues that face the nation. 

At 1:40 p.m. Congressman Multer^* 


stepped up to the microphone and ad¬ 
dressed the students as the “voting 
citizens of tomorrow.” 

He went on to say that a “man 
who talks and thinks,” as Javits does, 
“should come over and join the Dem¬ 
ocratic Party.” He later denounced 
both the Republican Party, by ac¬ 
cusing them of being “the party of 
opposition,” and the Dixiecrats, who, 
he claimed, “don’t belong in my 
party.” 

Congressman Multer then proclaim¬ 


ed that party platforms are not only 
to run on but should be followed and 
not run away from after the election. 

By the end of his seventeen minute 
speech, Congressman Multer had been 
interrupted eleven times by enthusi¬ 
astic applause.

Work-Experience Plan 
Nets Jeffersonians 
$6ooo Each Month

Sixty-one Jeffersonians who parti¬ 
cipate in the Work Experience pro¬ 
gram earn anywhere from five to six 
thousand dollars each month, an¬ 
nounced Dr. Scolnick, Work-Experi¬ 
ence co-ordinator. 

Participants in the program are 
employed by such firms as Metropoli¬ 
tan Life Insurance Company, ABC 
Vending Corp., Fortunoff’s, Brooklyn 
Public Library, Seart Roebuck and 
Co., and Waldbaum’s. 

The program, open to all general 
and commercial course students over 
sixteen years of age, has been in 
effect for the past six years. The par¬ 
ticipants receive a major school credit 
for their work, provided they pass the 
related subject in school. At the end 
of each term the employer is re¬ 
quested to rate the student’s work. 

Pupils who are interested in the 
program and meet the requirements 
may see Dr. Scolnick in the main 
office during the eighth period. 


fended his medicare option plan and 
his being in the Republican party. 
He said that there are ultracon¬ 
servatives and liberals in both parties 
and this two-party system reflects 
the broad spectrum of American life. 

However, the main portion of his 
speech was devoted to some lessons 
we should have learned from the 
Cuban crisis. “A united country,” he 
noted, “is extremely important in 
the days ahead. The Cuban Crisis is 
most important for what it taught 
us about ourselves and what it 
should have taught the Soviet Union 
—that the American people are not 
luxury-upholstered pushovers, but to¬ 
day we are ready and determined to 
defend our liberties even at the awe¬ 
some risk of escalation into nuclear 
conflict itself.” 

Other points that Senator Javits 
expanded on were: 

Civil Defense: There is a need for 
shelters to pixjtect tens of millions of 
people; otherwise vulnerable against 
fallout. There is grave danger in re¬ 
fusing to make the necessary civil 
defense preparations for our national 
security. 

Latin-American Development: The 
crisis in Cuba, with its revelations 
of a Soviet takeover, has offered us 
an unparalleled opportunity to renew 
and strengthen the Jiemispheric bonds 
between our Latin American neighbors 
and ourselves. 

Information: The U.S.S.R., with its 
superior propaganda facilities, can 
turn this apparent loss, in the Cuban 
crisis, into 3 propaganda victory by 
distortions which are insufficiently 
combatted by our relatively weak 
Voice.’ We are not only outproduced 
by the Soviets in our overseas radio 
programs, but we rank behind Red 
China and the United Arab Republic, 
which regularly beam anti-American 
propaganda all over the world. I 
have urged a crash program for the 
purpose of getting our ideas over 
to the Latin American countries. 

The Economy: Our objective is this: 
the U.S. productivity base must be 
adequately expanded and our in¬ 
dustrial machine must be at the 
highest level of efficiency and modern¬ 
ization. Such proposals to strengthen 
the economy, as an incentive tax cut, 
review of anti-trust laws, establish¬ 
ment of a National Production Board 
and accelerated depreciation for new 
equipment, should get the highest 
priority from the next Congress.

The Orangemen scored their second victory in three tries when they trounced Lafayette 22-0 on October 
20 at Tilden Field. 

Mike Graff was the outstanding player on the field, collaring 18 of the 22 points and raising his point 
total to the 32 mark for the young season. 

Outstanding Jefferson offensive play^ 
by linemen Larry Tischler, Bob Rut- 
man, George Vega, and Stu Aar on- 
son paved the way for the success¬ 
ful Orange attack. 

First Quarter Bang 

Jefferson scored on the first se¬ 
quence of plays off the opening kick¬ 
off. A 39 yard TD run by Graff capped 
a steady 75 yard drive. Graff, Alan 
Molmod and quarterback Matty Osh¬ 
man were outstanding in this drive, 
with Julien Shuler running the two- 
point conversion around the right 
side of the Lafayette line. 

The second Jeff touchdown came 
late in the third quarter after an 
interception and run by Billy Del 
Purgatorio had placed the ball on 
the Lafayette 7 yard line.
